LIFE-SAVING 55 


Despite some grumbling, despite blatant violations, 
the national 55 mile per hour speed limit has the 


public’s backing. 


That is the finding of a Gallup poll, and applies to 
all sections of the nation. According to George Gallup, 
if a referendum were voted now on the question of 
whether the fuel-saving limitation should be retained, 
“the vote from each region of the nation would be

a resounding ‘yes’. 


The poll found 72 percent in favor of retention, 24 
against, the balance having no opinion. The Western 
area was almost exactly. in tune with the overall favor- 
able opinion, 73 percent to 24. The lowest percentage 
span was in the Midwest, where traffic is usually 


lighter than in other areas.. 


. 65-31 favorable. 


According to Gallup and other sources, the public 
acceptance of the lower speed limit is inspired greatly 
by dramatic inroads in the nation’s traffic toll. 

The lower speeds that are being maintained gen- 
erally are credited with doing much toward the fact 
that during the first five months of this year there were 
16,270 traffic fatalities, down 27 percent from last 
year’s 22,630. Cutbacks in driving and new safety de- 
vices in cars certainly contribute, but the National 
Safety Council gives much of the credit for the decline 
in fatalities to the lower speed limit. 

There are, of course, many dissents. Some police 
officials think the limit should be raised to 60 miles 
per hour because so many drivers disobey the 55 limit 
and that breeds disrespect for law. Others counter 
that if the limit were 60 those same people would 


drive 65. 


A New York Times survey indicates that automo- 
bile manufacturers are adjusting to fuel-saving speeds 
in the construction of their cars, indicating a general 
move toward lighter vehicles with smaller engines. 

Necessity, in other words, again seems to be prov- 
ing itself the mother of invention.

operations for such things as 
labor and machinery. - costs that 
necessitate increased costs of 
farm products to consumers. 

Understanding is needed by 
people in Eastern states as to 
how they depend on agriculture 
in the West; the need for 
reclamation projects in the 17 
Western states should be better 
explained; if the. United States 
does plan to feed the world, 
more water will be needed by 
Western agriculture to produce 
this food. 

Information should also be 
presented showing comparative 
use of water by urban users and 
by agriculture. 

Concerning the Saucelito 
Irrigation district, it was stated 
that the district needs additional 
Class 1 water. Ground-water 
levels are dropping, primarily 
because’ of pumping on excess 
land within the SID service area.. 
All drain water within the 
district is recycled and no 
surface drainage leaves the area. 
Since all available water is being 
used - and' this is not enough - 
additional water is needed to 
maintain existing production 
levels. 

Hungry Hollow and Deer 
Creek reservoirs, which are 
elements of the East Side 
Project, are needed to help solve 
SID problems and other area 
water problems, it was stated. 

Concerning politics, it was 
pointed out that agricultural 
interests lack political strength 
to adequately protect programs 
that serve them - that they can 
be out-voted by large 
metropolitan areas. But if 
political solutions are voted that 
are detrimental to agriculture, 
people in urban areas will pay 
more for agricultural products as 
a result. 

Concern was expressed as to 
effect the Bureau of 
Reclamation Total Water 
Management study might have 
on current water contracts. 

Local areas, it was said, are 
trying to maintain as much local 
autonomy as possible, but this is 
difficult due to governmental 
restrictions in many areas - use 
of fertilizers, insecticides etc. 

Use of water for agriculture 
should be considered the highest 
priority; activities such as 
recreation should be secondary 
or incidental uses of water. 

Opinion was expressed that 
more people should be in 
attendance at Bureau of 
Reclamation meetings. It was 
suggested that the meetings be 
better publicized and that more 
diverse groups should be 
reached.

Valencia orange harvest 
continuing with bulk of ship- 
ments going into export; usual 
mid-summer citrus grove main- 
tenance underway. 

Tomatoes, Bell 
watermelons and eggplant being 
harvested; tomato market show- 
ing some signs of improvement. 

Livestock in good condition 
with rangeland feed still good - 
for this time of year.
